Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  &  Gentlemen, 

The  amount  of  statistical  information  in  a  report  may 
give  some  idea  of  the  volume  of  routine  work  carried  on  but 
brief  mention  of  single  items  can  give  little  idea  of  the 
amount  of  work  involved  in  relation  to  the  effect  produced. 

One  such  subject  is  the  amount  of  time  involved  by 
Public  Health  Inspectors  .in  relation  to  the  noise  nuisance 
at  one  particular  factory,  the  legal  proceedings  and  the 
state  of  near  stalemate  which  at  present  exists.  There  is 
still  evidence  of  considerable  noise  nuisance  and  our  efforts 
continue. 

Nuisances,  in  the  statutory  meaning,  have  in  the  past 
year  been  to  the  forefront  as  particular  cases  rather  than 
for  their  numerical  significance.  The  nuisance  from  smell 
associated  with  chicken  farming  has  also  been  the  subject  of 
concern  to  the  Council  and  although  the  condition  is  not 
giving  cause  for  complaint  at  present  the  matter  is  really 
not  satisfactorily  settled.  New  plant,  which  it  was  hoped 
might  solve  the  problem,  has  not  yet  been  tried  but  there 
is  a  limit  to  the  number  of  years  the  present  method  of 
disposal  of  noxious  matter  can  continue.

One  often  wishes  that  members  of  the  public,  who  quit© 
reasonably  may  have  strong  feelings  about  their  individual 
complaints,  realised  how  limited  in  effect  are  the  powers  of 
the  Council’s  officers  when  dealing  with  such  defences  as  "all 
reasonable  means”  or  "best  means  practicable*”  The  demand  is 
often  heard  that  "something  must  be  done  immediately”  but  is  it 
really  wishedi  that  the  Council  through  its  officers  should  have 
dictatorial  power?  It  is  thought  not,  but  if  one  is  to  accept 
the  benefits  of  living  in  a  community  one  must  expect  to  put 
something  into  that  community  while  at  the  same  time  accepting 
some  of  its  restrictions  and  drawbacks*

THE  MEAT  STAINING-  AND  STERILIZATION 
REGULATIONS  I960 

During  the  year  19^4,  approximately  2,200  tons  of  imported 
unfit  meat,  including  canned  meat,  were  released  from  the  docks  .for 
sterilization,  and,  or,  part  processing  at  a  local  Animal  Feeding  Stuffs 
factory*  The  meat  includes  horsemeat,  kangaroo  beef,  mutton,  hares  and 
various  offal,  and  the  part  processing  consists  of  mincing  and  freezing 
into  slabs  for  onward  transmission  to  a  pets  food  factory*  Principally 
all  the  meat  is  received  at  the  London  Docks*  Following  a  meeting  held 
at  the  Guildhall  on  the  30th  October  1963?  a  system  of  guarantees  and 
notifications’  etc  was  agreed,  to  establish  some  control  of  the  meat,  the 
circulation  of  which  is  deemed  to  be  a  matter  of  considerable  importance 
from  a  Public  Health  point  of  view* 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


This  subject  was  dealt  with,  at  Page  n  of  the  Report  for  19 63, 
and  the  facts  there  reported  have  obtained  during  the  year  now  under  review,,

No  adverse  reports  were  received  on  the  Locsal  Authority®  s  samples 
and  the  supply  has  continued  to  be  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity* 

The  Supply  Company  have  kindly  furnished  the  following  details s- 

M During  i  964,  1  ,0i  0  samples  representative  of  supply  were 
examined,  and  25  were  found  to  contain  ccliform  bacteria*  However,  only 
on®  contained  Eo0oli*  although  two  others  (iVom  the  same  source  on 
consecutive  days)  contained  large  numbers  of  coliform®.  Nine  of  the  samples 
containing  conforms  were  from  SunninghilX  Reservoir,  and  were  associated 
with  cracks  found  in  the  reservoir  and.  since  repaired.  97*5$  of  all  samples 
representative  of  supply  were  consistent  with  a  wholesome  supply.  About  1 30 
samples  of  untreated  Thames  water  were  examined  bacteriologically  during  1  964 
and  the  average  presumptive  coliform  count  was  9,250  per  100  ml.,  while  the 
average  E.  Goli  count  was  1  ,6^0  per  1  00  mlr,,"1 

The  number  of'  dwellings  in  the  area  is  estimated  to  be  - 

900  in  the  Parish  of  Shnning&ale 

2^300  in  the  Parish  of  SurminghilX 

1 ,500  in  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor 

and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  dwellings  on  Friary  Island,  Old 
Windsor,  where  shallow  wells  are  in  use,  the  water  supply  is  direct  to  the 
houses  from  the  public  mains.  No  dwellings  in  this  area  are  supplied  by 
means  of  stand  pipes. 


SWIMMING-  POOLS 

Thirteen  samples  of  water  from  public,  private  and  Local 
Authority  school  swimming  pools  were  submitted  for  Bacteriological 
examination  during  1 964,  and  all  were  reported  to  b®  satisfactory. 

HOUSING 


Five  new  dwellings  were  erected  by  the  Council,  and  152  by 
private  enterprise  during  1964,  and  Improvement  Grants'  totalling  £5*685.5*^ 
were  approved. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  ar©  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  District. 

PEST  CONTROL 


347  premises  were  treated  -under  the  Prevention  of  damage  by 
Pest®  Act  1  949,  and  1  of  the  foul  sewers  in  the  Parish  of  Sunningdale 
were  test  baited,  with  negative  results. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  Counoil  have  provided  Public  Conveniences  at  Sunninghill, 
As  sot  and  Old  Windsor,  and  all  are  equipped  with  wash-hand  basins  * 

Over  the  years ,  the  provision  of  soap  and  towels  has  proved  ineffective 
on  account  of  vandalism 0  However,  the  Council  have  now  instructed  that 
warm  air  hand  driers  and  soap  should  be  provided  -  as  an  experiment  -  in 
the  Old  Windsor  Conveniences ,  and  this  has  been  don®* 

SEWERA&E  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Th®  district  is  sewered  throughout,  with  the  exception  of 
Ham  Island  and  Friary  Island,  both  in  the  Parish  of  Old  Winds  or  0  A 
schema  for  reconstructing  and  modernising  the  Council’s  Disposal  Works 
at  Whitmoor  Bog,  Bracknell, (referred  to  at  Pag®  1  2  of  the  Report  for 
1963)  was  finalised  during  1  964*  and  work  should  begin  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1  965 o  The  Contract  is  likely  to  last  over  two  years 0  With 
the  completion  of  this  work,  and  certain  ancillary  works  to  existing 
gravity  sewers  and  pumping  main,  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  will  be  adequate,  though  hardly  satisfactory,  because  of  the 
perpetuated  need  to  pump  all  sewage  from  two  of  the  three  Parishes  a 
distance  of  ifi  mile®  for  treatment,  with  consequent  increased  septicity 
of  the  raw  material*  Sewag®  from  the  Parish  of  Old  Windsor  is  also 
pumped  from  two  Stations,  to  th©  Ham  Island  Work®  of  Windsor  Borough 
for  treatment* 


STATUTORY  ACTION 


This  is  referred  to  -  statistically  -  at  the  end  of  the 
list  of  "Inspections  -  Notices  served  etc”  at  Pag®  8C  In  addition  to 
which  however,  th©  Department  was  involved  extensively  in  proceedings 
to  secure  the  clearance  of  two  unlicensed  caravan  site®,  and  th® 
abatement  of  a  noise  nuisance  at  a  large  factory.  Legal  proceedings 
being  instituted  under  th®  Caravan  Site®  and  Control  of  Development 
Act  i960,  and  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts  1947*  respectively*
